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Review 

Hog  prices  reached  the  highest  point  in  three  years,  (hiring 
the  week  October  6-11.  A  top  of  $12  was  scored  at  St.  Louis 
an.  1  $11.85  ;n  Chicago.  Cattle  prices  also  advanced,  fed 
steers  selling  practically  as  high  as  during  the  high  time  last 
April,  both  native  and  western  lamb-  moved  freely  at  $14 
per  100-lbs.,  which  represented  an  advance  of  25-50e  for  the 
week. 

Fairly  liberal  supplies,  warm  weather,  and  a  Jewish  holiday 
were  responsible  for  dull  trade  in  wholesale  fresh  meat-markets. 
With  the  exception  of  pork  the  trend  of  price-  was  downward, 
'■in  market-  showing  the  greatest  decline 

Butter  markets  were  firmer  during  week  October  6-11. 
Scarcity  of  fancy  butter  was  partly  responsible,  for  reaction 
despite  sentiment  for  lower  prices  in  view  of  heavy  storage 
surplus  and  heavy  current  production.  Exports  were  also  a 
contributing  factor.  Approximately  7,000  tubs  were  shipped 
during  the  week. 

Cheese  markets  were  steadier  following  sharp  decline-  of 
the  previous  week.  Trading  was  -till  rather  qui<1,  as  -ellers 
asked  rather  high  margins,  although  buyers  were  wailing  for 
further  declines.  As  the  week  progressed  the  attitude  of  both 
changed  somewhat  and  some  busine  -  n  suited. 

Potato  markets  and  shipping-point  prices  closed  lower  the 
second  week  of  October.  Based  on  October  1  condition,  the 
total  potato  crop  was  estimated  at  423,50S,000  bushels,  •'. 
increase  of  10.750,000  bushels  over  the  September  figure.  Most 
of  the  gain  was  in  several  important  lab-  Stab  -.  Only  during 
the  war  year,  1917,  and  in  1022  has  potato  production  been 
heavier.  Shipments  were  averaging  about  1,000  cars  per  day, 
movement  from  leading  Slates  increasing  sharply.  The 
weekly  output,  however,  was  about  one-third  a  during 

the  corresponding  period  last  season,  Under  the  heavy  arrivals 
in  Chicago,  wholesale  prices  of  northern  round  wl  rb  -  declined 
30^  per  100  pounds;  the  price  of  Ohios-  held  steady  to  firm.

per  100  pounds  occurred  at  most  of  the  potato-shipping  points, 
except  southeastern  Idaho.  Most  stock  was  being  held  for 
higher  prices.  October  estimate  of  the  commercial  apple  crop 
was  about  1,000,000  barrels  below  the  September  forecast,  the 
losses  being  rather  evenly  distributed  in  the  East  and 
West.  Quotations  were  generally  lower,  as  the  rapidh 
ing  shipments  placed  larger  supplies  on  market.      Mill  i 

apples  were  bringing  highest  prices.  Grapes  were  weaker  in  the 
important  shipping  sections;  output  still  exceeded  5,000  cars 
during  the  seven-day  period,  although  movement  from  Cali- 
fornia dropped  considerably.  Combined  output  of  20  fruits  and 
vegetables  again  increased  to  2.1. S20  cars,  about  1 ,300  more  I  han 
the  preceding  week,  but  10,650  cars  less  than  during  i 
period  a  year  ago. 

Wheat  prices  reached  new  high  levels  but  declined  later  as 
demand  fell  off.  October  1  estimates  showed  further  nam-  in 
-pring  wheat  crop.  Canadian  and  European  crop  conditions 
showed  no  improvement.  Corn  market  continued  (inn  but 
oats  market  weakened  as  heavy  movement  continue:!.  Rye 
declined  from  high  point  but  barley  and  flax  held  steady. 

The  hay  market  averaged  steady.     A  bumper  lame  haj  crop 
is  the  department's  estimate.     Low  grade  hay   continued    to 
move  with   difficulty  even   at   reduced   prices.     The    timothy 
market  was  quiet  with  offerings  ample  for  trade  needs.       i 
alfalfa    market   was   steady    with    slightly    improved 
Heavier  receipts  caused  an  easier  tone  in  the  prairie  markets. 

Feed  markets  were  active.  Deferred  shipment  wheal 
were  in  especially  good  request.  Oil  meals  were  firm  as  a 
result  of  an  excellent  export  demand  which  showed  some  let-up 
toward  the  close  of  the  week.  Com  feeds  were  heavy  and 
offerings  were  in  excess  of  the  demand.  Production  and 
movement  of  most  feeds  was  good. 

Cotton  prices  witnessed  wide  fluctuations  during  the  week 
October  6-11,  with  final  quotations  down  nearly  2c  per  pound 
as  compared  with  the  previous  week.  October  future  conin 
on  <he  New  York  Cotton  Exchange  declined  215  points  and  on 
the  New  Orleans  Cotton  Exchange  218  points,  closing  a1  24.20(5 
and  23.171,  respectively. 

The  average  price  for  Middling  spot  cotton  in  10  designated 
spot  markets  declined  198  points,  closing  at  23.12c  per  II 
compared  with  25.104  lasl  week  and  2S.35jS  one  year

Northwestern  Apple  Shipments  Increase 

The    Spokane    Valley   apple   district,    comprising   the   four 
counties  of  Spokane-,   Stevens,   Ferry,  and    Lincoln,   probably 
suffered  less  injury  from  spring  frosts  than  the  larger  districts 
of   Washington.     However,  the  number  of  bearing  tn-> 
been  reduced,  thereby  causing  a  decrease  in  production.     Car- 
lot  movement  from  the  district    for  ll.i-    season    i- 
at     1,1(10   car.--,    about    700   of   which   are   in    Spokane    County. 
Shipments   were  about   1,800  cars   last   season   and   3,800  cars 
in    lti'22.     Early  estimates  have  not    been  reduced  this 
as  in  most  of  the  other  districts,  since  the  fruit  seems  to  be 
attaining  a  normal  size  and  damage  from  worms  is  no 
serious  than  usual.

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Batter  Markets  Unsettled 

The  butter  markets  during  the  week  endii  ■  l  er  11  were 

clearly  in  an  unsettled  condition.  Trade  was  onlj  fair  at  besl 
and  many  times  quiet.     Operators  continued  to  expect   only 

temporary  confidence  in  prevailing  prices  and  consequently  as 
a  general  thing  supported  the  market  only  when  current  ini- 
mediate  needs  required. 

This  sentiment  was  largely  responsible  for  the  declim 
the  eastern  markets  during  the  first  half  of  the  week.  How- 
ever, at  no  time  were  .supplies  of  fancy  scoring  butter  burden- 
some and  toward  the  close  of  the  week  the  eastern  markets 
experienced  a  reaction  and  prices  advanced  until  the  decline 
an  regained.  Apparently  the  scarcity  of  the  higher 
grades  of  butter  was  the  prime  factor  and  for  tin  moment 
sufficient  to  overbalance  the  lower-price  sentiment  bi  sed  upon 
the  large  storage  excess,  continued  heavy  butter  production, 
and  the  apparent  limited  possibility  of  export.  The  fact  that 
the  main  strength  of  the  advance  was  due  to  the  shorl  supplies 
of  top  grades  was  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  medium  and 
undcrgrades  continued  to  be  rather  difficult  to  move  and  a 
tendency  for  some  accumulation  was  noted.  The  centralized 
car  market  was  also  irregular,  quiet,  and  generally  lacking  the 
degree  of  strength  of  so  called  "whole-milks.'' 

Operators  continued  to  withdraw  butter  in  storage  to  as 
great  an  extent  as  possible  when  cost  could  be  fairly  approxi- 
mated. This  tendency  was  indicated  during  the  proceeding 
week  by  the  report  of  storage  holdings  in  the  26  cities.  The 
week  under  review,  net  withdrawals  at  the  four  markets  were 
approximately  a  half  million  pounds  less  than  tin  i  riod 

lasl  year.  This  leaves  the  storage  situation  particularly  un- 
changed in  the  degree  in  which  it  influences  market  sentiment. 

Production  continued  to  show  decreases  according  to  all 
reports  by  which  this  factor  may  be  judged.  The  American 
Association  of  Creamery  Butter  Manufacturers  reported  a 
decrease  for  the  week  ending  October  4  of  6.9%  from  the 
preceding  week  but  an  increase  of  1.5.6 c'c  over  the  correspond- 
ing week  lasl  year,  The  report  of  the  Minnesota  Cooperative 
Creamery  Association,  Inc.,  showed  a  decrease  of  6.03%  for 
the  week.  However,  the  make  of  the  200  creameries  which 
reported  was  26.12%  heavier  than  a  year  previous.  The 
same  situation  was  revealed  in  the  receipts  at  the  four  markets 
when;  receipts  were  about  5%  less  than  the  week  before  but 
10',  heavier  than  the  same  week  in  1923.  Thus,  while  pro- 
duction was  clearly  decreasing  the  possibility  of  its  declining 
to  last  year's  level  was  not  yet  indicated  in  any  way. 

Due  principally  to  the  fact  that  those  who  had  previously 
shipped  butter  abroad  were  inclined  to  wait  until  advices  con- 
cerning these  shipments  were  available,  exports  wer  som<  ".hat 
lighter  than  for  the  previous  week.  Exports  included  6,937 
tul  .  made  up  of  5,.>47  tubs  to  Kngland,  640  tubs  to  Copen- 
hagen, and  lot)  tubs  to  Hamburg,  all  from  New  York.  Some 
300  tubs  went  to  England  from  Boston.  Tie  Copenhagen 
market  showed  a  decline  to  558  kroner  per  220  pounds  which 
equaled  44'  _,-  a1  prevailing  exchange.  Apparently  little  hope 
of  any  material  increase  in  exports  seemed  justified. 


Primary  Cheese  Markets  Steadier 

The  weakness  which  had  developed  during  the  week  previous 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Farmers  Call  Board  and  the  Wisconsin 
Cheese  Exchange  on  October  3  and  A,  was  apparently  more  pro- 
nounced than  was  at  first  generally  believed.  For  a  t  hue  during 
the  week  under  review  the  effect  of  the  declines  which  ranged 
from  1  i"  _"  (r  was  only  to  cause  an  unsettled  ner\  OUS  sentiment 
and  not  to  overbalance  the  weakness.  Later  a  little  buying 
interest  appeared  and  a  steadier  tone  was  noted.  I  hi- 
particularly  evident  on  Longhorns  ami  Square  Prints  which 
styles  had  suffered  the  most  radical  decli  i  However,  the 
situation  remained  rather  unsettled  as  dealers  felt  that  perl 
the  declines  had  been  too  great  and  so  asked  a  good  margin  . 
board  prices  while  buyers  were  holding  olf  buying  for  fear  of 
further  declines.  The  lower  prices,  while  enabling  late 
September  and  October  cheese  to  move  on  a  freer  basis,  made 
it  rather  difficult  to  move  June  cheese  at  a  profit.  With  the 
fair  amount  of  buying  which  did  develop  toward  the  end  of  the 


week,  it  was  not  surprising  thai  action  occurred  on  tin; 

Board-  meeting  October:  10  and  11. 

The  price  reductions  at  Wisconsin  markets  resulted  in  lower 
prices  on  all  the  distributing  markets  and  left  conditions  gen- 
erally vcr,  unsettled.  Buyers  were  nervous  at  the  decline  and 
kept  operations  to  a  minimum,  generally  shopping  around  and 
attempting  to  gain  further  concessions  in  prices. 

The  storage  holdings  of  cheese  during  the  past  few  weeks 
failed  to  show  the  reductions  which  were  hoped  for.  Optimism 
regarding  the  immediate  future  of  the  cheese  markets  was  not 
prevalent.

Forward  Shipment  Feed  in  Excellent  Request 

The  (cv<\  markets  were  quite  active  during  the  week  October 

i  ■  cr  11.  While  the  demand  from  the  interior  continued 
light  the  speculative  trade  did  uol  show  any  hesitancj  in 
orbing  offerings  for  forward  shipment  at  substantial 
premiums  over  spot  prices. 

Most  of  the  trade  was  bullish  on  winter  shipment  feed.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  mill  feeds  generally  held  very  firm  during 
the  .summer  months  although  supplies  wen'  abundant  and  pas- 
turage conditions  were  very  satisfactory  in  most  sections. 
This  being  the  case  it  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  higher 
prices  will  prevail  when  the  consuming  trade  finds  it  necessary 
to  enter  the  market. 

Production  of  most  feedstuffs  was  good.  The  production  of 
wheat  feeds  was  about  normal  but  was  better  in  the  Southwest 
and  Northeast  than  in  the  Northwest.  Oil  mills  operated 
heavily  and  both  linseed  and  cottonseed  meal  were  in  excellent 
supply  with  the  export  demand  taking  care  of  the  surplus 
offerings.  Toward  the  end  of  the  week  both  the  export  busi- 
ness on  linseed  cake  and  the  foreign  demand  for  slab  cottonseed 
cake  showed  a  let-up  and  as  a  result  prices  for  these  oil  meals 
d  off  slightly.  Linseed  meal  and  cake,  however,  held 
firmer  and  sold  at  relatively  higher  prices  than  the  cottonseed 
products.      The  movement  was  heavy. 

Wheal  miUfeeds. — Prices  for  wheat  millfeeds  in  eastern 
territory  were  considerably  under  those  quoted  in  the  West. 
The  absence  of  a  substantial  consuming  demand  in  the  East 
was  mainly  responsible  for  the  low  prices  quoted  by  Buffalo 
mills.  In  the  West  reports  of  large  sales  of  Canadian  bran  to 
Denmark  and  the  United  Kingdom  created  a  firmer  feeling, 
it  was  thought  that  these  sale-  would  tend  to  check  the  pressure 
of  imports  in  the  Northeast  and  the  Wesl  coast.  However, 
as  the  demand  from  the  latter  sources  did  not  broaden  appre- 
ciably the  markel  underwent  a  reaction  during  the  last  few- 
days  of  the  week.  In  Kansas  City  and  the  Southwesl  bran 
and  shorts  lost  practically  their  full  advance  of  $1.50  per  ton 
made  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  week.  Fairly  good-sized 
lots  i  March  luan,  equal  quantities  each  month, 

sold  at  $27  Kansas  City,  with  November  offered  at  around  $25. 
."short-  and  middlings  maintained  a  stronger  tendency  than 
bran.  It  was  noted,  however,  that  both  the  southwestern  and 
northwestern  mills  seemed  disinclined  to  offer  in  large  volume 
arid   manifested  a  rather  friendly   attitude  toward  values. 

Cottonseed  cake  and  meal. — The  cottonseed  cake  and  meal 
markel  was  fairly  active,  but  with  a  slowing  up  in  the  demand 
for  slab  cake  at  the  Gulf  prices  were  lowered  somewhat.

Two  or  three 
of  the  larger  mills  were  forced  to  put  their  offal  in  storage,  as  they 
could  not  sell  at  prevailing  prices  nor  could  they  afford  to  make 
any  reduction  because  of  the  high  cosl  ol  porn.      A  few    I 
cars  were  offered  by  resellers  at  $1   $1.50  per  ton   under  mill 
prices.     In  the  West  feeders  were  reported  as  feeding 
able  grain  that  would  not  pay  to  ship  to  the  markets,  hence  the 
demand  frcm  that  section  was  also  light.      Supplies  in  hands  of 
dealers   were   believed    by   the   track-    to    lie    unusuall) 
However,  this  is  the  time  of  the  year  that  conditions  are  likely 
to  change  overnight,  and  a  killing  frost    would    stimulate  the 
demand  and  would  rapidly  reduce  dealers'  stocks.

Xo  advance  in  prices  is  looked  for  by  the  trade  until  the  demand 
from  the  dairy  trade  picks  up  and  the  general  consuming 
demand  for  feed  throughout  the  Central  West  makes  itfielf  felt. 
Production  and  stocks  were  good  and  the  movement  heavy. 

Alfalfa  meal. — Alfalfa  meal  was  slightly  firmer  under  limited 
slocks  and  inability  to  replace  same  at  late  price-.  Production 
and  sales  were  light.  Mixers  did  not  appear  interested  in  near-by 
offerings,  as  the  high  basis  of  blackstrap  molasses  has  tended  to 
check  sales  of  alfalfa  mixed  feeds.

The  Market  Outlook  for  Rye,  1924-25 

The  European  market  for  American  rye  promisee  to  I  e 
unusually  good  during  the  season  which  has  jusl  opened. 
There  is  a  BeriouB  shortage  of  rye  in  northern  Europe  combined 
with  a  smaller  world  supply  of  wheat.  Las1  year  with  a  good 
European  rye  crop  and  a  large  world  supply  of  wheat,  the 
United  States  was  -till  able  to  export  nearly  20,000,000  bushels 
of  rye  in  addition  to  the  40,000,000  bushels  supplied  to  Euro- 
pean markets  by  Russia.  This  year  Russian  rye  exports  will 
certainly  be  much  smaller  than  last  year,  and  may  not  • 
10,000,000  bushels.  Canada  and  urgentina,  the  only  other 
important   rye  surplus  countries,   can  porl    more  than 

8,000,000  bushels.     It  is  probable,  therefore,  thai  there  will  be 
a  European  market  at  good  prices  for  as  much  American  rye 
D    be    -pared    above    our    domestic    requi  The 

American  crop  this  year  is  esl  imated  at  65  800,000  bushels  with 
a  large  carry  over  from  last  year  of  about  20,000,000  bushels. 
Counting  dome-tic  requirements,  seed,  and  probable  carry  over 
00  bushels,  there  is  clcarlv  a  possibility  thai  exports 
maj  reach  10,000,000  bushels.
